WASHINGTON, July 5.—An op- 


eration described as successful was 
performed upon Calvin Coolidge 
Jr., 16-year-old son of President 


and Mrs. Coolidge, at Walter Reed 
Hospital tonight In an attempt to 
arrest the course of an attack of 
septic poisoning. 

One of the physicians said: “We 
accomplished all that we expect- 
ed.”’ 

The President and Mrs. Coolidge 
were at the hospital during the op- 
eration, Mr. Coolidge going there 
when the operation was decided 
upon and the latter accompanying 
her son when he was removed this 
afternoon from the White House. 


Parents at the Bedside. 


They remained across the hal! 
from the operating room during 
the ordeal, but as soon as it was 
over Mrs. Goolidge went to the bed- 
side and a few minutes later the 
President joined her and stood by 
the bed for a few minutes.

It is 
believed that a blood transfusivur 
will not be necessary. 

Six Physicians in Conference.

He 
thought nothing of the blister, 
about the size of a quarter, which 
formed and broke on the top of his 
right foot near the toes. He wore 
his stockings later. He became ii! 
Wednesday without warning and 
with virtually no severe swelling at 
the small wound. 

Tt is generally commented that 
John Coolidge, who is more solid 
and two years his brother's senior, 
could throw off a severe {fllness 
much -more readily than Calvin. 
who has grown rapidly in the last 
year or so, outstripping both his 
elder brother and his father. 
Though an athletic boy who has 
engaged in baseball and tennis, he 
is slim and apparently has shot up- 
ward too rapidly to retain his vital- 
ity.

Colorful Scene as Leaders 
in Sport From All Over 
the Globe Parade in Co- 
lombes Stadium. 


BIG CHEERS FOR 
THE 300 AMERICANS 


Pershing and Prince of 
Wales Among 35,000 in 
Stands as Cannon An- 
nounce Games Begun.

COLOMBES, France, 
The eighth Olympic games of mod- 
ern times were formally opened 
today in the magnificent Colombes 
Stadium, with one of the greatest 
and most colorful spectacles which 
has ever attenaed a_ gathering of 
nations from all parts of the world 
for the international athletic com- 
petition. , 

Guns booming from the batteries 
on Mount Valerian announced the 
arrival of President Doumergue of 
France, and all the immense 
throngs stood at attention, while 
four military bands pleyed the 
“Marseillaise,” which was later 
sung by French and also Czecho- 
Slovakian choruses. The big sta- 
dium presented a picturesque ap- 
pearance as the Olympic flag was 
run up the mast. 

Then the parade of the athletes 
began, the various delegations cir- 
cling the stadium amid continuous 
cheering. Nearly 2000 of the fin- 
est specimens of manhood and 
womanhood ever gathered together 
circled the track before ~ 35,000 
spectators in the stadium, in which 
the actual competition for the 
track and field championships will 
begin tomorrow. 

Pigeons Released. 

The American athletes received a 
tremendous ovation, the appear- 
ance of none of the national dele- 
gations, unless Belgium were ex- 
cepted, being greeted by such a 
vociferous outburst. It was esti- 
mated that at least 5000 persuns 
from the United States were in the 
stands. 

There were more than 300 
Americans in the ranks of the 
marchers, the largest delegation of 
any of the 45 nations participating 
The United States presented a 
number of athletes nearly equal t* 
the total of the 17 nations which 
preceded it. Col. Robert M. 
Thompson, chairman of ‘the Amer- 
ican Olympic Committee, marching 
immediately behind Matt McGrath 
the standard bearer, and Pat Mce- 
Donald, carrying the Stars and 
Stripes, came in for a Special 
cheering of his own. France’s dele- 
gation was the next largest. 

The initial ceremony was 
brought to a dramatic conclusion 
when, on the echoes of the voice 
of President Doumergue of France, 
declaring the games officially 
opened, came the booming of a 
cannon. Hundreds of § carrier 
pigeons were released while air 
planes zoomed overhead and four 
French military bands added thei. 
martial strains to the enthustastic 
plaudits of the multitude.

“The purpose is to lay down some 
broad principle of procedure that 
may offer some solution ‘of what 
appears to ‘be a deadlocked con- 
vention. 

“We have no right to sit down 
and eliminate candidates. Likewise 
we are not meeting to deal out the 
nomination. The delegates were 
sent here to do that.”’ 

Rockwell said the McAdoo rep- 
resentatives would g0 into the 
conference with “an open mind” 
and without any ‘well-defined 
plan” to put forward. 

Asked if McAdoo would be 
bound by any decision of the con- 
ference, Rockwell said judgment 
would have to be reserved on that 
question. 

McAdoo’s campaign manager

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American Airmen Will Try 
to Cover 1500 Miles to 
England in Record Time. 


By LAEKUT. KR. B. BROWN SR., 
Chairman of the World Flight 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, July §.—Much 
to the surprise and gratification of 
the efficiala of the War Depart- 
ment, the United States Army Air 
Service round-the-world flight was 
able te completely refit the air 
cruisers with neve wings and new 
motors and to replace the pontoons 
used for landings on the water 
with regular wheel landings here 
which they will use until England 
has been reached in three days. It 
was thought improbable that this 
complete metamorphosis could be 
accomplished in less than a week. 


However, this splendid progress 
was not unattended by misfor- 
tunes. The flight commander's jinx 
seemed to have followed him to 
Calcutta, for while working on the 
upper wing of the crulser Chicago 
he slipped and fell, fracturing a 
rib. Lieut. Lowell Smith 4id not 
consider this painful injury of suf- 
ficient importance to keep him 
from taking his accustomed place 
in the pilot's cockpit of the flag- 
ship and leading his flight toward 
Allahabad on the dawn of July 1. 

After leaving the Royal Air 
Force airdrome at Dumdum, North 
Calcutta, the flight soon passed 
out of the lowlands of the lower 
Ganges valley, with its paddy fields 
and teeming rural population, into 
the high, rolling and somewhat 
mountainous country in North- 
western Benga! and finally into the 
plains of Bihar and the United 
Provinces of Indian, in which Al- 
lahabad is situated. 


Welcomed by British. 


The country flown over during 
this journey is devoted entirely to 
agriculture and that portion over 
which the flight passed in Bengal, 
Bihar, and the southern part of the 
‘United Provinces, is perhaps the 
most densely populated rural] area 
in the entire world. The popula- 
tion is composed mostly of Hindus 
and Mohammedans, and though 
the cultural differences between 
these people is great, they inter- 
mingle in all the towns and carry 
on ordinary business intercourse 
without friction. A number of 
Animistics, worshippers of the ele- 
ments, will be found throughout 
thie area, in all classes, even 
among the subtle-minded Bengali 
scholars. 

When the flight landed at the 
Roya! Air Force airdrome, west of 
the Sacred City of Allabahad, the 
American airmen were welcomed 
by the English aviators stationed 
there. While all of these officers 
are anxious to see Capt. Stuart 
Maclaren succeed in flying around 
the world first, they have taken 
Americans to their bosoms with 
that characteristic hospitality and 
sportsmanship for which they are 
noted throughout the world. 

The distance from Calcutta to 
Allahabad, 475 miles, was covered 
in six hours and 20 minutes flying 
time, or at the rate of about 71 
miles per hour, for the entire dis- 
tance, flying against head winds 
and encountering several thunder- 
storms, which made it necessary to 
detour considerably from ‘he di- 
rect route and contributed to the 
slow average speed for this flight. 
However, considering these obstac- 
les, the planes w sre able to make 
much faster time than had hereto- 
fore been possible with the heavy 
bulky pontoons, which were left at 
Calcutta. 


In Perfect Condition. 


The flight landed in perfect con- 
dition at Allahabad, ready for the 
flight the next day to Ambala. Just 
before sunrise on the morning of 
July 2, the three airplanes of the 
American expedition circled over 
the airdrome and the City of Alla- 
habad and started nortiwest to- 
wards Delhi and Ambala, 530 miles 
away.

Impels World Flyers to Speed Up 


YESTERDAY'S FLIGHT 
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is now passing, had made an in-

A vast 
tract covered with ruins marks the 
extent of the ancient metropolis of 
the Mogul empire. The present 
city is surrounded by walls of red 
sandstone, 30 feet high. There are 
seven colossal, arched gates sur- 
rounded by rounded bulwarks. The 
palace of the Great Mogul, Dwiit by 
Shah Jehan, is by far the most im- 
posing and magnificent building in 
Delhi and perhaps the ‘most won- 
derful structure of its kind in In- 
dia. In 1911, the city was pro- 
claimed the capital of India and 
the supreme government was 
transferred there from Calcutta. 
The city though a monument of 
the past, is only a phantom of its 
former great affiuence. 


Through Thunder Storms.

The flight to Multan was not ac- 
complished without difficulty, al- 
though only four hours and 42 
minutes were necessary to make 
‘the trip. A very heavy sandstorm 
was encountered and the excessive 
heat iaade flying difficult. Lieut. 
Smith's report says that they land- 
ed at Multan safely, but very tired. 
The fiyers again landed at a Brit- 
ish airdrome and were shown ev- 
ery courtesy. 

On the Fourth of July the Amer- 
ican expedition left Multan in the 
early morning and headed down 
the valley of the Indus for Karachi, 
on the Arabian gulf. The country 
which was flown over en route is 
not subject to heavy rains and 
thunderstorms like the Ganges val- 
ley. Though the country imme- 
diately adjacent to the Indus Is fer- 
tile and thickly populated, that 
portion which was traveled over 
by the flight is on the edge of the 
great Indian desert, and in pursu- 
ing a straight line, the flight did 
for a distance of about 100 miles, 
cross over the eastern edge of the 
desert. 

It was uring this time that 
Lieut. Nelson's engine in the cruis- 
er New Orleans again cracked a 
water packet and though a great 
deal of water was lost, he finally 
landed safely at the Royal Air 
Force airdrome east of the City of 
Karachi, where arrangement had 
been made for the landing of the 
flight by First Lieut. Halverson, 
advance officer of the Fourth Di- 
vision. At Karachi, the filght will 
again change motors. 

Will Hurry Flight. 

The great heat which the flight 
has encountered in India has made 
this course necessary. Lieut. Smtth 
foresaw this situation while still in 
Calcutta and shipped two new mo- 
tors by rail to Karachi, making 
three motors for the flight when it 
started. Karachi being a minor de- 
pot, had already one motor among 
the supplies and spares which had 
been shipped there from the United 
Btates. With the assistance of the 
Royal Air Force, the flight should 
succeed in replacing its old motors 
with the new ones in not more than 
three days and be ready to proceed 
to Bagdad by July 7. 

Tt was planned to make stops at 
Chahbar, Bandar, Abbas and Bu- 
shire, Persia, and then to Bagdad 
However, the stops in Persia are 
not over 350 miles apart and with 
clear weather, it is very probable 
the flight will attempt to complete 
the journey from Karachi to Bag 
day in two flights. omitting the 
stops at Chahbar and Bushire. On 
account of the quick work at Cal- 
cutta, the flight has picked up four 
days on its schedule, so that the de- 
lay at Karachi will not interefere 
sériously with the plans which have 
been based on the progress of the 
flight, and it is quite possible that 
more time will be gained before 
England is reached. Lieut. Crum- 
rine, the advance officer for the 
Sixth Division, cabled to the com- 
manding officer of the flight at 
Calcutta that indications In the 
North Atlantic point to an early 
fall, and that in all probability, ice 
will begin to form in the harbors 
on the east coast of Greenland, 
during late August. This knowl-

BRYAN GOES TO SLEEP 
DURING CONFERENCE ON

Committee at Chicago. 

A “Conservative” Utterance. | 

Those familiar with Senator Ia) 
Follette’s public utterances con-_ 
sider this one of the most con-. 
pervative he ever made. It pro-| 
poses little that can be regarded 
es radical He directs his fire, 
ehiefly upon monopolistic control! | 
of business, industry and finance. | 
asserting that the same forces | 
which control business also con-| 
trol the Government. His slogan ts, 
for him. an old one—‘Restore the) 
Government to the people.” | 

He proposes to do this, ft ap-| 
pears, mainly through enforcing 
the existing statute against mo- 
popoly, the Sherman antitrust act._ 

Of course, the message is not a 
platform. His platform will be 
that recently presented to the Re- 
publican convention at Cleveland 
as a minority report by the Wis-. 
eonsin delegation. It goes into. 
considerably more detail. Never-| 
theless the message undoubtedly 
sounds the note tpon which the, 
La Follette campaign will be 
founded. It follows: 

In the most momentous crisis 
which has confronted the nation 
fm our time you have called upon 
me to accept the leadership in a 
national political campaign to 
wrest the American Government 
from the predatory’ interests 
which now control {t and to re- 
store it to the people. 

I realize this summons comes 
t me in no @ense as a mere per- 
gonal tribute. The American peo- 
ple are thoroughiy awake to the 
real tesue with which they must 

-@eal, and recognize the failure of

Raps Both Conventions. 

The Republican convention at 


Cleveland scornfully rejected the 
only progressive platform offered 
for adoption and nominated a 
candidate who its the frank de- 


fender of the present system of 
Government in the interests of 
Organized wealth 

The YPemocratic convention 
was forced. out of consideration 
of political expediency. and 
through the efforts of sincere 
progressives within the party. to 
take less openly reactionary 
ground, but the platform adopt- 
ed at New York does not meet 
the demands of the progressive 
millions of the nation. The fact 
that the Resolutions Committee 
at that convention, controlled by 
proven reactionaries and trusted 
agents of organized wealth. ac- 
cepted the platform declarations 
on demostic issues without a dis- 
senting vote om any plank is suf- 
ficient testimony to the charac- 
ter of the Democratic platform 
ag an evasive and dishonest doc- 
ument. 


But even ff both Republican 
and Democratic conventions had 
adopted thorough-going pro- 
gressive platforms, the Ameri- 
can people have learned that 
neither party can be trusted to 
keep its promises. Both parties 
within the last quarter of a cen- 
tury have regarded their piat- 
forms, as they regard them to- 
day, not as a contract with the 
people and a program of action 
but as devices to catch votes 
and to gain political office. with 
all ite opportunities for persona! 
aggrandizement and private 
profit for those who are willing 
to betray a public trust. 

To break the combined power 
of the private monopoly system 
over the political and economic 
life of the American people is 
the one paramount issue of the 
1924 campaign. 

If the Progressives will 
unite with a single purpose to 
meet this issue fearlessly and 
squarely. they may rely with en- 
tire confidence upon the support 
of the plain people who are the 
victims of the present system and 
who have the support and the 
power, through the ballot, to 
control their own Government. 


Groups Control Government. 

The people have already given 
proof by their election of pro- 
greesives to the Congress and to 
State offices that they recognize 


the real issue that confronts 
them and understand its magn:- 
tude.

Through 
grain exchanges. elevator combi- 
nations and packing monopolies 
the markets are manipulated and 
prices fixed on all products of 
the farm. 

Within the last 25 vears {t has 
thus come about that these pow- 
erful groupe, through the contro! 
of markets and prices, have dou- 
bied and trebled the cost of sus- 
taining human life—-of housing. 
warming. clothing and | feeding 
the American people 


The American people are hon- 
est. intelligent. patrictic. indus- 
trious and frugal. And yet in a 
land of untold wealth, dedicated 
te the principle of equal opportu- 
nity for all. special privileges to 
none, life has become a deeper- 
ate struggie for the average man 
and woman. The millions whe 
work on the farms, tn the mines, 
in transportation. tn the facto- 
ries and ehope and stores. with 
all their industry and saving find 
themeelves poorer at the end of 
the year than at the beginning.

The underlying reason, '[n- 
@eed, why doth parties have 
fatled to take the people's side 
of the present crisis ‘s that 
neither party can openly attack 
the real evile which are under- 
mining representative govern- 
ment without convicting them- 
selves of treachery to the voters 
during their most recent tenures 
ef office. 

Prolonged Violation of Law. 

The private monopoly sy8- 
tem has grown up only through 
long-continued violation of the 
law of the land and could not 
have attained its present pro- 
portions had either the Demo- 
cratic or Republican parties 
faithfully and honestly enforced 
the law. 

John Sherman, 
visioned Republican statesman 
of his time. saw the danger of 
political liberty and economic 
freedom in this country & gen- 
eration ago and sought to forti- 
fy the Government to meet and 
Gestroy it. 

Of the private monopoly sys- 
tem which had its beginnings In 
the latter part of the last cen- 
tury, he said, “It {s a kingly 
prerogative inconsistent with our 
form of government. If any- 
thing .{s wrong. this is wrong. 
If we will not endure a king as 
a political power, we should not 
endure a king over the produc- 
tion, transportation, and sale of 
any of the necessities of life. If 
we would not submit to an 
emperor we should not submit 
to an autocrat of trade with 
power to prevent competition 
and to fix the price of any com- 
modity The remedy sbould be 
swift and sure.” 

Growth of Monopoly. 

The Sherman antitrust act 
1890. enacted by a Republican 
Congress, placed in the tands of 
the executive department? of this 
Government the most e’fective 
weapon that ingenultr of man 
could devise against the power 
of monopoly, while it was yet in 
its infancy. 

But between 1898 ard 
monopoly was permitted to 
breed unchecked, to crush out 
individual enterprise through !!- 
legal combinati« and tp con- 
trol basic industries until by 
Jan. 1, 1908, the capitalization 
of the trusts had been tucre.sed 
from $3.784,000.000 in 1308 to 
more than $31.672.000 000. 

In the election of 1903 the 
American peopie were given to 
understand that the incoming 
Republican administra-ion would 
revise the prohibitive variff du- 
ties, from which the monopolies 
derived much of their power. 
But the inquitous Payne-A!- 
drich tariff bill, with its in- 
creases in the taxes upon the 
American consumer. was writ- 
ten in 1909 in admitted viola 
tion of the solemn pledges of 
the Republican party. 

The people of the United 
Siates voted in 1912 that the 
power of monopoly must be de- 
stroyed and President Willson 
then the candidate of the Demo- 
cratic party. gave his pledge that 
the will of the people should be 
faithfullv executed The dom!}- 
nant issue upon which the Dem- 
ocratic party sought the _  suf- 
frage of the people was forcibly 
expressed by Mr. Wilson in 1912 
when he said: 

“The trusts are our masters 
now We have come to be one 
of the worst-ruled. one of the 
most completely controlled and 
dominated governments in the 
civilized word—no longer a 
Government by conviction and 
the vote of the majority. but a 
Government by the opinion and 
duress of small groups of domi- 
nant “men The Government of 
the United States tn recent years 
has not been administered by the 
common people of the United 
States The Government of the 
United States at present is a 
foster child of the special tnter- 
ests It is not allowed to have 
a will of tts own Our Govern- 
ment has been for the past few 
years under the contro! of the 
heads of great aliled corpora- 
tions with especial interests.” 

These statements from 
Democratic candidate were ac- 
cepted as true by the American 
peopie in the campaign of 1912. 
coupied with the platform pledge 
of the Democratic party in that 
year. That specific piedge reads 
as follows: 

‘A private monopoly its tnde- 
fensibie and intolerable We. 
therefore favor the vigorous en- 
forcement of the criminal! as well 
as the civil law against trust of- 
fictals, and demand the enact- 
ment of such additional! legisia- 
tlpn as may be necessary to make 
it Impossible for a private 
monopoly to exist in the United 
States.” 

No Effort to Enforce Law. 

From 1812 until the present 
time no honest or continuous ef- 
fort has been made by a single 
administration. either Republic- 
an or Democratic, to protect the 
American people from the exac- 
tions of private monopoly by en- 
forcement of the criminal sec- 
tions of the antitrust laws These 
sections should and must be en- 
forced if the power of corrupt 
business is to be broken. 

While the Democratic party 
went into office pledged to de- 
roy monopoly by civil end 
criminal prosecutions, it with- 
é¢rew or compromised even 
the pending civil prosecutions 
against the trusts during the war 
and left the American people at 
the mercy of the greatest prof-

iteers in all history In the last 
years of the Democratic admin-

Coorruption of Cabinet Member. 

But since March 4, i$21. the 
American people have learned 
that monopoly has become as 
bold and ruthless in time of 
peace asin time of war. The oll 
monopoly, after having been per- 
mitted under a Democratic ad- 
ministration to exact from ‘he 
people enormous and wuncon-

The organized banking inter- 
ests which own the railroads, 
control credit and dominate the 
industria! life of the nationa! will 
further oppress iabor. rob the 
consumer. and by extortionate 
railroad rates and dictation of 
the terms of credit, reduce agrit- 
éulture to the level of European 
peasantry if longer permitted te 
control this Government 

Source of Impertali«am. 

The fli-gotten surplus capita! 
acquired by explpolting the re- 
sources and the people of our 
country begets the imperialism 
which hunts down and exploits 
the natural resources and the 
people of foreign countries. 
erects huge armaments for the 
protection of its investments. 
breeds internationa! strife in the 
markets of the world. and in- 
evitabiy leads to war. 

France, Germay, Great Brittain 
and her self-governing peoples 
appear to have recognized the 
principle that the first step 
toward world peace is the con- 
trol of Government of each na- 
tien by the people, and the ded!- 
cation of Government te the 
eervice of the masses. Had Eng- 
land, France and Germany been 
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1914, there would have been no 
world war. 

The surest reliance against 
war is democracy. 

The American people must 
likewise control their own Gov- 
érnment and restrain their own 
war makers before we can hope 
for world stability and comity 
with the Governments which 
have recently been swept into 
power by the peace-loving peo- 
ples of other nations. 

It is useless to hope te control 
the expenditures fer our mili- 
tary establishment or to rely 
upon the making of treaties for 
disarmament. or to take any 
action for the preservation of 
peace and good will among na- 
tions, under an American Presi- 
dent and Congress elected and 
controlied by an 
nopoly power which knows no 
law but might and greed, and 
enjoys its greatest profits in 
time of war. 

Makeshift Remedies Futile. 

It is equally futile to propose 
makeshift remedies for the tem- 
porary relief of the terrible dis- 
tress which now exists among 
American farmers. These deplor- 
able conditions are the direct re- 
suit of the policies of the two 
old parties, which plunged pros- 
perous agriculture into a ruinous 
panic.

Co-operative Marketing System. 
In order permanently to re- 
Ifeve the farmer and to prevent 


the recurrence of agricultural 
distress, as well as to benefit the 
consumer through eliminating 
the unfust toll of middlemen and 
speculators in food products, it 
is the duty of the Government 
te ald the farmer in the organ- 
ization and development of a na- 
tional co-operative marketing 
system, under the control of the 
farmers themselves, free from 
interference by the Government 
or its agencies.

With Kearns’ Sanction.

NEW YORK, July 56.—Definite 
announcement Jack Dempsey will 
not enter the ring this year in -.de- 
fense of his title was made today 
by Promoter Tex Rickard, after a 
series of conferences with Jack 
Kearns, the champion’s manager. 
Rickard’s pronouncement confirms 
reports circulated concerning the 
title-holder’s plans since the pro- 
moter signed Harry Wills, New Or- 
leans negro heavyweight and Luis 
Angel Firpo, South American 
championship aspirant, to -box in 
his Jersey City bowl Aug. 30. 

In making the announcement 
Rickard said he spoke with Kearns’ 
sanction and explained that condi- 
tions are unfavorable for a heavy- 
weight title bout before 1925. 
Rickard added that Dempsey would 
not defend his crown before late 
next June or early next July. The 
winner of the Firpo-Wills battle 
will be matched with Dempsey in 
June, 1925, according to present 
plans, he stated. 

Regarding the reasons for keep- 
ing Dempsey on the shelf for an- 
other year, Rickard eaid: 

“I expect to hold the Wills-Firpo 
bout on Aug. 30 or a date around 
that time. Dempsey will be busy 
with moving picture work, Kearns 
has informed me, until some time 
in Augast. It would be unreason- 
able to ask Dempsey to prepare 
himself for the defense of his title 
in a few weeks’ time. By the 
same token, it would be impossible 
for Firpo or Wills, after a hard 
struggle as late as Aug. 30, to 
resume training immediately for a 
contest that could not safely be 
scheduled later than-the second 
week of September.”

NEW YORK.—Last summer when I was 
in New York they were putting up a great 
building at the extreme lower end of Broad- 
way near the Battery. Broadway spreads 
out there as it approaches the bay very 
much as the trunk of a tree spreads just 
before it enters the ground.

In the 
last analysis the average commod- 
ity has no value except its selling 
value. The price which goods are 
sold at is determined largely by the 
price a customer can or will pay.” 

This would not be the case. he 
added, if production ana distribu- 
tion functioned perfectly. They 
do not so function now. As point- 
ed out by Secretary Hoover's 
Commission of Engineers in their 
report, “Waste and Production.” 
almost half the production cost of 
the average article is due to pre- 
ventable waste. 


“The average thing doubles in 
price from production cost to ul- 
timate consumer,” Mr. Filene com- 
mented. Some things treble—farm 
products, for instance, and auto- 
mobile parts. Careful shopping 
is one of the forces which would 
help to close up this gap. When 
people pay too much for roods 
they work a double injury. They 
lessen their own buying power. 
And they help to make wages and 
salaries counterfeit instead of real. 
Under present conditions, men’s 
time is largely taken up earning 
necessary food, clothing and she}- 
ter, with enough luxuries added to 
keep them willing to work. And 
earned money becomes counterfeit 
when prices rise so high that the 
wages or salary ie insufficient to 
buy those necessities and that mod- 
jcum of luxury." 

Massed buying through chain or- 
ganization to lessen distribution 
costs——careful instead of careless 
shopping to insure the consumer 
the benefit of the saving—that is 
Mr. Filene’s heretical thesis.

He was 
away last week on a speaking trip 
in the State.

Grim Contrasta. 


Bit by bit, year after year, the 
sand from the desert spaces moves 
toward the forests. Grain on grain 
it creeps forward, restlessly driven 
by winter gale and summer breeze. 


It swirls through ravines and over 
open plains until at last it finds a 
resting place against the tangled 
forest growth, then sifts into ihe 
wooded areas over growing things, 
strangling, crushing, burying. 

The pile against the door of the 
forest grows a little larger every 
year. Each season the sand moves 
a step further into the woodland. 
Where today is a patch of flower- 
ing plants, next year will have 
been added to the wastes. A cen- 
tury hence, today’s foreste may 
have been trampled into black- 
ened trunks and branches by the 
continued weight of countless sand 
grains. 

While Nature, using the sand as 
her agency, is blotting out forests 
and crushing creeping vines into 
lifeless mold, she is busy in the 
waste spaces, creating new oases 
to take the places of those she is 
destroying. Tiny spots in the shift- 
ing dunes that are sheltered from 
the wind receive the seeds of des- 
ert grasses. These take root and 
spread quickly over a considerable 
territory. The grasses protect the 
sand from the wind action, and an- 
other year brings a new plant life. 
The plants live out their span and 
die, leaving their remains to en- 
rich the sand. As the years pass 
the soil becomes fertile, trees take 
root and flourish. A new perma- 
nent dune has been built while an- 
other forest a hundred feet away 
has been smothered by the sand. 
Thus the fight for existence goes 
on endlessly. 

The State of Michigan plans to 
build cement boulevards in the 
park and to set apart a small por- 
tion of the tract for use as a tour- 
ist camp. In other respects, it Is 
to be left in its natural state. Na- 
ture is to be permitted to go on 
with her building and destroying 
throughout the ages.

Advantages of Plan. 

The advantage of this plan, it is 
explained, lies in the fact that be- 
sides providing a right of way for 
wide streets it also provides space 
for rapid transit lines in the center 
of these new highways, which can 
be built at grade when they are 
required, thus avoiding the neces- 
sity of building either subways or 
elevated railways. The cost of 
such rapid transit lines at grade 
is estimted at $1,100,000 a mile, as 
Qgainst $5,500,000 for similar four- 
track subways.

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“Hell Bent fer Heaven,” Awarded Honor in Pulitzer Contest, a Study of Hypocrisy That Masks as Sa intlin sh

How Prof. Hatcher Hughes of Columbia University Was Declared the 
Victor in Contest After Judges Had Agreed That Honor Should 
Go to Another Writer—Notwithstanding Theme, Final Arbiters 
Decided It Came Within the Provisions of the Will of the Late 
Owner of The Post-Dispatch and The New York World Estab- 


lishing the Prize.

HE singular feat of a self-avowed athe- 
Tix a scoffer at religion, turning out a 

play with religion as its dominant mo- 
tif and presenting his case in such a manner 
as to capture the Pulitzer prize for the work 
“best representing the value and power of 
the stage in raising the standard of good 
morals, good taste and good manners,” is the 
achievement this year of Hatcher Hughes, 
Columbia University professor and outspoken 
unbeliever, who has won a station among 
America’s foremost playwrights with his vivid 
drama of the Carolina mountains, “Hell Bent 
fer Heaven.” 

Talking the talk of the mountaineer, plivot- 
ing upon the backwoodsman’'s motivating 
trinity of feuds, “moonshine” and meetin’ 
house scripture, this virile masterpiece 
g@ketches a novel portrait of the “fiend an- 
‘eclical” and in Blue Ridge verbiage achieves 
a Gompelfing twentieth century version of the 
Shakspearean dictum: “ 'Tis too much proved, 
“that, with Devotion’s visage and pious action 
we do sugar o'er the devil himself.” 

It is hardly surprising that this preach- 
meirt against hypocrisy and false piety, com- 
, ing as it does from an atheist, should center 
its fire on the hypocrisy of a religious fanatic 
who, in order to prosper in his infatuation 
for a young woman, devises and directs 
malevolence while all the time convincing 
himself that he is obeying the “written 
word.” But it is unusual perhaps that a 
radical on so delicate a topic as religion 
should not “o’erstep the modesty of nature” 
and make too eloquent his plea. Religion is 
dangerous ground for extremists—either pro 
or anti. Yet here is the case of an ex- 
tremist delivering his harangue with such 
authenticity and temperance as to carry his 
point with the most ardent fundamentalist 
and coincidentally to step into national promi- 
nence as the author of the work which, more 
than any other of the year, possesses ca- 
pacity for “raising the standard of good mor- 
als.”

How It Nosed Out Its Rival 


And this play, “Hell Bent fer Heaven,” 
now available in book form from the presses 
‘of Harper & Bros., New York, has had a 
unique history as a play—all aside from its 
paradoxical distinction of atheistic morality. 
To begin with, it was the first independent 
plece of dramaturgy ever attempted by the 
author, Then it shattered theatrical prece- 
dent again by surviving the customarily dis- 
estrous ordeal of a special matinee. Brought 
out in a tentative way at one of these de- 
bilitating “speciais” and booked for but one 
repetition, it forced its ascension to a regu. 
lar place in the list of New York's attrac- 
tions—a feat which in itself speaks of merit 

abundance. And finally, after a jury of 
experts had already awarded the Pulitzer 
prize to another work, its hold on public at- 
tention impelied its reconsideration with the 
_Fesult that it carried away the trophy. 

A brief but spirited controversy was oc- 
) easioned by this unconventional alteration of 
s jury's verdict. The body, consisting of 

of. William Lyon Phelps of Yale, Owen 
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Johnson, novelist, and Clayton Hamilton, 
playwright and dramatic critic, had held its 
deliberations and by a vote of two to one had 
recommended to the faculty of the Columbia 
School of Journalism, which makes the 
award, that “The Show-Off,’’ a comedy by 
George Kelly, be accorded the honor. At the 
suggestion of Dr. Brander Matthews of Co- 
lumbia, however, the award was held up 
pending reconsideration of the Hughes play. 
The advisory board and other qualified com- 
mentators entered the discussion and ‘Hell 
Bent fer Heaven’ emerged the victor. 


The ever-recurring touches of mountain 
color which lend a tone of authority to this 
satire on primitive religion and its fal- 
lacies testify to the heritage of the auther. 
His types, his character delineation and hill 
dialect at once stamp him as one to the re- 
gion born—and such he was. The people of 
his drama are the people he knew in his boy- 
hood in the Blue Ridge Mountains of North 
Carolina. Forty years ago he was born on 
a farm only a few miles distant from the 
scene of his play. His early education was 
that afforded by the backwoods district school 
and his associations were those of a locality 
chiefly celebrated for its feuds, its ‘“‘moun- 
tain dew” and its murderous assaults on the 
English language. 

Hatcher Hughes was one of the few boys 
of his sturdy race to gain, or for that mat- 
ter, to desire, access to the outside world— 
the world of the “furriner.” He left his na- 
tive mountains as a youth to attend the 
University of North Carolina. He was grad- 
uated there with the Bachelor of Arts de- 
gree in 1907 and was made an instructor in 
English. Two years later he resigned to pur- 
sue graduate work in drama under Dr. Mat- 
thews at Columbia University and in 1912 
was made an assistant professor there. He 
organized the Columbia courses in playwrit- 
ing and has been a member of the faculty 
continuously since*that time, except for a 
time during the World War when he served 
as a Captain with the Eighteenth Division 
overseas. 


Aside from his teaching duties, Hughes was 
for four years director of the Morningside 
Players, made up of Columbia students, and 
it was under his tutorship that Elmer Rice 
had his first play produced by this organiza- 
tion. Rice has since gained prominence on 
Broadway as the author of “On Trial’ and 
“The Adding Machine.” Probably the most 
successful work with which he boasted a 
connection, however, was one in which he 
shared honors with Hughes as collaborator. 
In 1920 the two wrote “Wake Up, Jonathan,” 
the medium through which Mrs. Fiske added 
another signal success to her long list of tri- 
omphs. In “Hell Bent fer Heaven,” Hughes 
labored alone and with such effectiveness 
that crities now freely predict that he will 
ultimately scale a greater height in American 
letters than any other man now writing for 
the stage.

plish their aims through the protection af- 
forded by a mellow, sentimental philosophy 
that mistakes itself for godliness. Rufe 
Pryor, the “villain’’ of the piece, is such a 
type. Hardly could there be found a more 
fitting example of a man who “looks like 
the innocent flower, but is the serpent un- 
der it.” 

“This is the type,” declares the author, 
“that must be obliterated. It is a type un- 
fitted to survive, and yet it does survive be- 
cause Christianity, in affording protection for 
the under dog, deludes itself into the belief 
that a sheep’s clothing is worn only by a 
sheep, that scripture-quoting is an infallible 
token of reverence. Rufe Pryor, and people 
like him, cannot compete with the healthier 
and stronger on equal terms, but neverthe- 
less they flourish because they are artificially 
protected. They, like the. stunted ones of 
the city, are products of the underworld, the 
slums—for the mountains have their slums 
and underworld just as does the city—and 
their continued coddling is due to the soft- 
ness of Christian ethics. This is the point 
the play attempts to set forth. Rufe Pryor 
has no chance with the girl against the 
strong, healthy boy who is in love with her, so 
he resorts to religion as a weapon. He must 
have it—it gives him a force that is not with- 
in him and these people upon whom he prac- 
tices respond to it because they are primitive- 
ly religious. ‘They stand in awe of scripture.”’ 

It is a typical mountain home of logs and 
rough boards in which the drama has its 
setting. The time is late afternoon on a mid- 
Summer day and the place is astir with ex- 
pectation as the time approaches for the ar- 
rival of young Sid Hunt, just returned from 
war, a hero, by reason of the fact, as he later 
explains, that after encountering a detach- 
ment of Germans he was the first to look 
back. 

There is old David Hunt. Sid’s grand- 
father, the white-haired patriarch of the 
hills, who survived the bloody Hunt-Lowry 
feud of the old days and at 80 finds himself 
content to devote his gunning activities to 
hunting “ t hawk that’s been arter the 
young turkeys.” Then there is Meg Hunt, 
Sid's mother, a strong, active housewifely 
woman of 40, who is anxiously awaiting her 
husband's return with their long-absent son.

Protests of friends and neighbors against 
this strange mode of sepulture have moved 
John Speaks nota whit. He never has bowed 
to community conventions, and it is not likely 
that he ever will. He is as immovable as his 
native hills. Long ago his eccentricities made 
him a conspicuous figure in the locality which 
is his world. His neighbors would get to- 
gether at the store and gossip about his un- 
heard-of practices; then they would remon- 
strate with him, but gossip and remon- 
strance went alike to no purpose. He was 
good, according to his lights, and intended 
to remain so. Nothing could make him de- 
viate from the path of right as he saw it and 
if he saw it differently from other men, that 
was his business. 

For one thing, in spite of his naive devotion 
and his assiduous reading of the Bible, he 
had for a long time run cross-current to the 
strong sentiment of the community by refus- 
ing to attend church or Sunday school or af- 
filiate with any religious organization. 

The mountain man who professes religion, 
yet will not attend church or at least shout 
and sing with the brethren at camp meeting 
is a rarity indeed. ‘“‘Quair’’ is the mildest 
characterization he can hope to achieve by 
such independence. 

But John Speaks had his own ideas abot 
shouting and singing and praying in public 
as a form of devotion. “It’s all babbling— 
false worship,” he said, and for its shortcom- 
ings he substituted services of his own devis- 
ing, which he conducted in his home. Little 
wonder that such nonconformity in a com- 
munity where tradition is rigid and the peoplo 
subservient to its dictates should stamp him 
as eccentric. 

Then came the war-time tragedy that was 
to make his eccentricity take on the propor- 
tions of a public scandal. 

John Speaks’ boy, Thomas, was only 15 
years old when America entered the world 
conflict. As might have been expected of a 
Carolina boy with fighting blood in his veins, 
he wanted to go in the infantry. But he was 
too young; the recruiting officers wouldn't 
have him. Then, much against his father's 
wishes, he enlisted as a bugler and left States- 
ville among the first troops that were sent 
overseas. When he was only 16 he was killed 
in action in the Argonne Forest. That was on

until it was brought back with the bodies of 
thousands of other American war dead. _ It 
reached the boy’s home Aug. 13, 1921, almost 
three years ago. 

It was then that solemn John Speaks, plod- 
ding away in his cornfield, stepped into 
greater notoriety than he had known before. 
Immediately upon its arrival, he had the steel 


casket opened. He wanted to make sure that 


it really contained the body of his son. Then, 
having made identification complete by exami- 
nation of dental work on the teeth of the 
skeleton, he had the coffin securely sealed 
once more and set it, supported on chairs, in 
the best room his weather-beaten farmhouse 
afforded—tthe parlor. 


A Macabre Piece of Furniture 


a 

In the North Carolina hills, as in many 
other rural districts, it is customary for the 
bereaved family thus to place the body of its 
dead in state pending the funeral. Mirrors 
are turned face to the wall, clocks are stopped 
and neighbors come in at nightfall to “sit up’’ 
with the corpse. To the Speaks home sym- 
pathetic neighbors came as custom prescribed, 
willing and eager to do all that neighbors 
could do to assist the sorrowing household. 
They found the coffin on chairs and other 
funereal details complied with as tradition de- 
manded. But, te their complete amazement, 
they found that no funeral was contemplated; 
neither was there to be any “sitting up.” The 
members of the family were moving solemnly 
but unconcernedly about the macabre piece of 
furniture in performance of their household 
duties. 

When the visitors had recovered from their 
surprise and were finally convinced that there 
was to be no “buryin’” they rose in prompt 
end determined revolt. Such a thing was un- 
heard of, in the North Carolina hills or any- 
where else. They remonstrated with the fa- 
ther and, when that had no effect, took their 
report to the county health authorities. John 
Speaks was actually keeping the body of his 
son in the parlor and wouldn’t consider bury- 
ing it, because of a notion that Gabriel was 
just in the offing with his trumpet blast. It 
might very well be that the day of judgment 
was just ahead. Nobody would undertake to 
dispute that, but the idea of postponing fu- 
nerals on account of it was a different matter. 
People always had had funerals for their dead 
in North Carolina; there seemed to be no rea- 
son why John Speaks should presume to 
change the practice. 


No Law to Compel Burial of Body - 


The authorities went to investigate and 
John Speaks confirmed the startling rumors. 
No, he wouldn’t bury his boy’s body. He 
would keep it with him until his own death 
or until the resurrection, and he was certain 
that event was not far off. Probably it would 
take place before another year and in that 
event it seemed entirely unnecessary to put 
under six feet of earth a body which would 
have to be raised again almost before the grass 
could grow of the mound. For that matter, 
since there was so much fuss about a burial, 
the body already had been buried once ix 
France and it seemed to him that once should 
be sufficient. 

The health officers were stumped. They 


found there is no law here compelling burial 
unless the health of the living would other- 
wise be jeopardized. And the metallic casket 
containing all that was mortal of young 
Thomas Speaks was hermetically sealed. 
There was nothing insanitary involved in its 
presence in the house. It merely violated ev- 
ery tradition of the neighborhood and, as far 
as that goes, of the Christian world. And 
John Speaks was not to be moved by any tra- 
Cition which ran counter to his own ideas. 

If the law required it, he said, or if the 
county authorities decided it was necessary, 
on sanitary grounds, he would consent to 
burial. But he did not intend to comply with 
any mere popular demand in the matter. 

The authorities, after full investigation, 


} declined to intervene. It was wholly of his own 


motion that John Speaks later built the little 
house in his yard and moved his bBoy’s body 
to it from his best room. 

Meanwhile he had stjll further increased 
his renown or notoriety as an eccentric by 
refusing to accept the war risk insurance on 
his boy’s life. The United States Government 
stood ready and waiting to pay him $5000 on 
receipt of proof that Thomas Speaks was 
dead. Such a sum would have meant some- 
thing approaching affluence on that farm of 
100 acres, where the womenfolk of the fam- 
ily toiled in the fields between their bouts 
with the housework. But John Speaks re- 
fused to send in the proof, or touch the 
money. The argument that his son had paid 
for it through deductions the Government 
had made from his army pay influenced the 
father not the slightest. 

He said it would not be morally right to 
let the Government pay for his boy’s death, 
which came in the line of duty while he was 
performing service that every young man 
owes to his country. And he said the com- 
bined resources of all the banks and treas 
uries in the country could not repay him for 
the loss he had suffered. He still persistently 
refuses to make application for the insurance. 

The weather-beaten farmhouse of John 
Speaks ts in Union Grove Township, near 
Jennings Postoffice, 20 miles north of States 
ville. It stands a few hundred yards off the 
Winston-Salem Highway on an eminence com- 
manding a wide sweep of lovely Iredell. Eight 
children were born to John Speaks and his 
wife there. Seven are still living, but only 
the youngest of them, a daughter, is left at 
home now. John Speaks himself was born 
nearby 52 years ago and has spent his entire 
life in that community. 


Never Jests, Never Is Gay 


Visitors are at once impressed with the 
man's sincerity. There is no pose about him, 
or any thought of effect. He is very kind- 
hearted, and shows guests every possible 
courtesy and consideration. But jest, or gay- 
ety of any kind, seems foreign to his na- 
ture. 

The little house that John Speaks built 
against the day of his boy’s resurrection 
stands in his yard only a few steps from the 
house. He carries the key of its deor con- 
stantly in his pocket, and visits there every 
day, as do the others of the family. 


It is a miniature structure about eight feet. 


square, neatly weather-boarded. There is & 
window at each end and a small porch on the 
front. Simple plantings of flowers and shrub- 
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bery have been laid out at each side of the 
entrance. 

Inside, the metal casket lies across the 
room, draped with the Stars and Stripes and 
resting on the wooden box in which it was 
shipped from France almost three years ago. 
When the flag is lifted a metal strip across 
the top of the casket is revealed and it bears 
the succinct inscription: 

“Thomas Boyd Speaks, bugler, Company L, 
Eighteenth Infantry.” 

The father has hung on the walls of the 
room a hat, a cap and some other articles of 
apparel once worn by his soldier son. Some 
of these precious relics are pitiful in their 
triviality. There is a clothes brush. There 
is a plank on which the boy once carved some 
lettering. 

But John Speaks is not pathetic. He

MONG the interesting applications of the high- 
altitude rocket that is being developed 
is the exploring of the uncharted reaches 
of the air that extend from 20 miles to 
900 miles above the earth’s surface, and 


probably even higher: a region concern- ° 


ing which we know much less than we 
know about many of the stars which are millions of 
miles away. 

Strange as it may seem, recent scientific conclusions 
deduced from observations of upper-air phenomena 
have left the question of this unexplored space in 
a more unsettled state than it was before these con- 
clusions were reached. There have been two ways 
of studying the upper air indirectly, one by obser- 
vations of meteors that flash in the night, and the 
other by observations of auroral displays. Unhap- 
pily, the deductions from these two methods are 
contradictory. 

The only bodies of appreciable size in the high 
upper air are the meteors, which everyone sees oc- 
casionally, as they flash brightly for a moment, and 
disappear. The average meteor begins to be visible, 
because of heat generated by air resistance, at a 
a of about 80 miles, disappearing at about 37 

es. 

Although they appear as bright as first-magnitude 
stars, even to an observer 100 miles away, they are 
really nothing more than bits of iron or stone about 
the size of the head of a pin; but they come at such 
& prodigious speed from outer space. approximately 
26 miles per second, that they possess enormous en- 
ergy of motion, varying as it does with the square of 
the velocity. ,

The weather 
changes take place 
in a layer of air 
called the “‘Tropo- 
sphere.” This is 
seven miles thick, 
or not much high- 
er than the loftiest 
mountain. Even 
our large storms, 
a thousand miles 
or more in di- 
ameter, are therefore not much more than pancakes 
of air, about seven miles thick. There is good 
reason {o suppose, incidentally, that the weather 
changes begin to occur at the top of this layer of 
air, which suggests the importance of high-altitude 
weather maps, made from simultaneous upper-air 
observations over a wide territory. 


When instrument-carrying balloons first pene-- 
trated beyond this region they brought down the 
unexpected information that the temperature, in- 
stead of falling steadily with height, as had been 
supposed, actually rises slowly with height: and this 
region of rather steady low temperature, about 
minus 63 degrees Fahrenheit, is accordingly called 
the “Stratosphere.” 

There is reason for believing that the tem pera- 
ture of “space,” if a body were protected from the 
sun's rays, would be much lower than this, but no 
instruments have ever risen high enough to show 
where the Stratosphere ends. |

At the curve in the driveway he came to another 
halt and pointed to a column from the Giant's 
Causeway that once joined Ireland and Scotland, 
and sow lies a hidden wonder at the bottom of 
the sea.

The complete dis- 
tribution of the Fukuien Printing Co., which was 
an institution in the Far East, caused a material loss 
of $300,000, but the loss of time that will be neces- 
to rehabilitate the work cannot be esti- 
mated. 

All of the society’s plates for its editions of Jap- 
anese Scriptures, certain of its Chinese Scriptures, 
most of its Siamese Scriptures, were simply a mass 
of molten copper. The Philippines suffered 
most. for the plates for the Scriptures in 12 
different languages of the islands were utterly 


destroyed.” 

Referring to the language problem in the United 
States, Mr. Wood said: 

“It takes 39 languages to supply the needs of 
the City of New York, and just as many to suppiy 
the City of Chicago, which goes to show the foreign- 
language population of these two cities is about the 


same. 

“U'p until a year ago all the printing and publish- 
ing of the Bible in the English language by the 
American Bible Society were done at its headquar- 
ters. Astor place and Eighth avenue, but it was 
found that it could be done better and more cheaply 
in the commercial printing houses. Contracts of a 
million or more copies of the Bible are let to large 
concerns, many of which are out in Indiana, 
where there are fewer trade unions to in- 
terrupt the progress of the work, than here in the 


East. 

Bayreuth is the great printing center for Bibles in 
the language of Egypt. Arabia and Syria. Tokio is 
the center for Japanese, Siamese, Korean and the 
Philippine languages. The rest of Asia, outside of 
China, is supplied by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. The printing is done in England. where 
you can get a better Bible for the money than any 
place in the world. 

“The American Bib.e Society labors under great 
difficulties because it is not financed as well as the 
British and Foreign Bible Society,” declared Mr. 
Wood. “They have large trust funds, the income 
from which is used to enable them to sell Brbies be- 
low cost, which they do in all European countries.

in accusations as the third corespondent.

Another time, she went to Paris and occupied a 
hotel room on the same floor as that occupied by 
yne of the corespondents. The latter testified that 

here was not the slightest attempt at concediment 
or secrecy about it, and that nothing improper oc- 
-urred. Another corespondent told about an all- 
night journey by rail in which he and Mrs. Rus- 
sell shared one sleeping compartment, due to the 
mistake of a hotel porter in making the reserva- 
tions for them. 

In all the testimony there was not one damaging 
admission, save as to situations which looked com- 
promising, however innocent they may really have 
been.

NE of the most important discoveries 
ever made in agriculture has been de- 
veloped in the Hawaiian Islands, in 
Florida and in California, until this 
year it is increasing the yield of food 
crops to which it has been applied from 
- the nominal amount of 25 per cent to 
the almost unbelievable gain of 168 per cent. It 
is less than the truth to say that the average in- 
crease in these crops, due to this discovery, is 50 
per cent, and the crops include such important ones 
as sugar cane, tomatoes, cabbage, pineapples, to- 
bacco, ‘strawberries, all the bush berries and po- 
tatoes. The increase is in size of the individual 
vegetables and fruits, in number of individuals 
produced per plant, in plant growth and in value of 
crop produced. 

The discovery is that the laying down of a sheet 
of heavy paper, from one-thirty-second to one-six- 
teenth of an inch in thickness, so that it will extend 
a foot on either side of the growing plant, and 
the planting of the root, cutting, tuber, bulb or seed 
in a hole in that paper, increases the development of 
the resultant plant and its crop by more than half 
its average production without the paper. 

The experiment was first tried nearly two years 
ago by C. F. Eckart of Honolulu, the Luther Bur- 
tank of the Hawaiian Islands, on a pineapple plan- 
tation. The result of his experiments was that last 
year the pineapple planters of those islands laid 
4261 miles of paper, at a total cost of nearly $250,- 
000, on their plantations. 

Producers of sun-grown Mamatra tobacco in Flori- 
da began using paper in this manner in 1922, and 
found that it increased their yield from 40 to 55 
per cent. Tomato producers in California tried and 
learned that their production grew on the average 
of 55 per cent and, in some favored localities, 168 
per cent. 

Strawberry growers in Louisiana and California 
produced from 25 to 75 per cent more berries, and 
noted an-increase of 50 per cent in size of the 
berries, after they had papered their fields. Sugar 
planters in the Hawaiian Islands and in Louisiana 
also papered experimental parts of their fields, and 
were rewarded with increases of 40 per cent in 
quantity of cane, while higher sugar content was 
shown than in the cane grown without the’ paper.

a quarter to a maximum of 
a half or more. 

In dry, hot, interior val- 
leys, where the low produc- 
tion of the vegetable and 
fruit crops is due to lack of 
moisture in the earth, and 
4nability of the soil to retain 
such moisture as it may 
collect from _ irrigation or 
the infrequent rains, the 
great value of the new 
method of papering the 
fields lies in its retention of 
moisture in the soil. 


The combination neces- 
sary for the maximum 
growth of a plant is one of 
heat and moisture, brought 
together in the proper pro- 
portion. This the paper 
shield between earth and 
sun seems to bring about; 
and, like the asbestos pack- 
ing in a thermostat bottle, 
it acts as a protector against 
a too-ardent sun as well as 
against too-chilling winds 
and rains. 


The paper used is one 
made by treating felt with 
asphalt, somewhat after the 
methods emplheyed in mak- 
ing paper roofing, except 
that this paper is much thin- 
ner than roofing paper, 
though of as fine or finer 
texture so as to offer full 
protection from rain, dew 
and fogs. When it is de- 
sired to admit water, the pa- 
per is punched full of min- 
ute holes, no larger than pin 
holes, so that the rainfall 
‘or other moisture may be 
disseminated throughout the 
soil for several feet sur- 

Grones rounding the plant. One 
“ laying of the paper is suffi- 
cient for about five years 
in pineapple fields, slight- 
ly less» in sugar cane fields, 
and some three years in tomato, cabbage and small- 
crop fields, where the plants die at the end of each 
crop season. The cost of the paper and laying it 
averages $100 per acre, but it is believed, as better 
methods of making and putting down this paper 
are developed this figure will be reduced consider- 
ably. This, however, amounts to only $20 to $35 
per year, while elimination of the expense of culti- 
vation and weeding virtually balances this outlay. 
The discovery that papering the world would 
make it produce more food for man lied to the de- 
velopment of some interesting machinery for the 
laying of the paper over large areas. At first, the 
paper, of which some 50 weights and varieties were 
tested before the proper weight, composition and 
texture were found, was carried on a spindle be- 
tween two men, and laid slowly, while two other 


men walked behind and tamped down the paper, 
putting little piles of earth along the edges to pre- 
vent the wind from blowing it away until the plants 
had gained sufficient growth to hold it down. 


Now, however, a machine has been invented which 
mashes down the earth, grades the rows, lays the 
paper, beveling the edges into the soft soil, and, 
lastly, turns a light and narrow furrow of earth 
over the edges of the paper so that it is held firmly 
in place. The soil, of course, is broken into fine 
particles by thorough cultivation before the ridges 
are made for the rows and the paper laid on them, 
but that is the only cultivation required for the life- 
time of the paper, varying from three to five years. 
For the planting of the pineapple cuttings, holes 
are punched about two feet apart and six inches 
from edge center of the paper, so that the two 
rows are two feet apart in the center, each strip of 
paper carrying two rows of plants. The space be- 
tween the strips of paper is variable, ranging from 
three to five or six feet, some planters claiming 
that more space is needed in:order to permit the 
pickers to pass between the rows. 


Some other plants, such as tomatoes, tobacco, 
potatoes and bush berries, require greater distance 
between plants in the rows, and for them usually 
three or three and one-half feet is allowed. For 
smaller vegetables, such as turnips, carrots, rad- 
ishes and so on, only a few inches apart is suffi- 
cient, while cabbages are set out about one foot 
apart. 

Experiments are now being conducted in Cali- 
fornia orchards on the use of the’ paper for the 
forcing, or increasing the growth, of young dagidu- 
ous fruit trees, both* before and after budding. 
Indications are that these experiments will prove 
that the equivalent of three years’ ordinary growth 
can be forced into two years’ actual time by the 
use of the paper, but definite figures have not been 
gathered on this. Grapes have shown increase in 
growth and production when the cuttings are set 
out in the paper. 


The results of the use of the paper in the dry 
sections of California and on the hillsides of*the 
Hawaiian Islands indicate that there are  possi- 
bilities of soil rejuvenation in the use of the paper, 
and that farms which have been “worn out” or 
“cropped thin,” may be revived and made pro- 
ductive again in a single season by the deep culti- 
vation of the soil, light application of fertilizer and 
the growing of the vegetable and fruit crops through 
the paper. There is no medication and no mixtare 
of fertilizer in the paper; in fact, the attention of 
Mr. Eckart is said to have been directed to the use 
of paper for this purpose by the placing of perforat- 
ed newspapers on the ground surrounding young 
tomato plants, these individual plants having made 
greater growth than others around which no paper 
had been placéd. 

Development of the paper thereafter involved 
three factors: thickness, weight and the attainment 
of a degree of toughness which would permit of the 
paper remaining on the ground and serving its 
purpose for more than one season. 

Air is admitted, of course, through the earth at 
the edges of the paper, as well as, to some extent, 
through the paper itself, and the roots so well pro- 
tected that plarts of which the roots are eaten, such 
as potatoes, turnips and carrots, grow virtually 
at the surface of the groupd. For the harvesting of 
potatoes, the paper has to be lifte@, but the other 
edible roots are merely pulled through the holes 
made for their planting and other seeds of the same 
varieties are planted in the same holes. The paper 
is particularly effective in collecting and retaining 
moisture for the plants in areas which now require 
irrigation to be productive. 6

“One of the many i things 
about this amazing woman, whose 
whole life and personality, as far as it 
is possible for friends to understand it, 
is a paradox, is that, living in occasion- 
al bursts of limelight with an air of 
nonchalance, she would infinitely prefer 
utter obscurity. 

“The public is apt to mistake for 
bard cynicism what is only an attempt 
to be plucky. 

“*Christabel Russell—a fascinating 
woman and a wonderful fighter,’ is the 
sort of remark one hears on all sides, 
‘but she is so hard.” e 

“Personally, I do not believe she is 
hard. She is cool, businesslike, capable 
and essentially modern. But the im- 
pression of hardness vanishes after a 
few minutes’ talk. It is a kind of outer 
armor against a world that has not been 
too good to her. 

“And if there is in reality a touch 
of hardness there, has there not been 
enough in her life to have caused it? 


“One cannot think, now that the long, 
sordid, expensive, tragic business has, it 
is to be hoped, drawn to its close, that 
it has not left its mark on Christabel 
Russell, as it would leave its mark on 
any woman and, for that matter, on any 
man. Anyone who could go through 
such a protracted ordeal and not be af- 
fected by it would indeed be super- 
buman.”’ 


Many other women, says this writer, 
would have aged during the struggle— 
would have grown gray and developed 
lines about the mouth or i wrinkles 
under the eyes. Yet Mrs. Russell, out- 
wardly, is just the same as the girl 
whom the writer knew 10 years ago. 
And the latter remarks: 

“Some people are at their best when 
their backs are against the wall.

ties. 

“She is certainly a regular attendant 
at the smart restaurants and dance 
clubs, and never looks so feminine and 
so attractive as when she is dancing. 
The hard expression vanishes from the 
mouth, and she is so obviously enjoy- 
ing herself in a perfectly natural and 
legitimate fashion. 

“But no ‘night bird,’ no flimsy and 
frivolous young woman with gayety as 
her sole god, could be the cool-headed 
woman of business running a large 
establishment and in her place to direct 
at an hour in the morning when the 
average social butterfly has not thought 
about her early cup of tea. 

“No woman who thinks only of 
amusement could have the brains or the 
stamina to fight as Christabel Russell 
has fought, to pit her ®rains against 
those of brilliant opposing counsel, to 


keep ever hoping, planning, scheming 
in a way that has brought victory with 
— 

“Common law is common sense,” 
writes James Douglas, well-known ed- 
itor of the London Sunday Express. 
“The victory for Mrs. Russell is a tri- 
umph of common sense. There is no 
doubt that Lord Birkenhead was the 
decisive factor in the decision. Lord 
Finlay and Lord Dunedin were in favor 
of setting aside the decree granted by 
the Divorce Court. Lord Carson and 
Lord Sumner were in favor of confirm- 
ing it.

It ought not to have been 
allowed to go before the jury. There- 
fore, the verdict could not stand. 
7 7 . 

‘In this case an indomitable woman 
fought the battle of womanhood, a fear- 
less mother fought the battle of mother- 
hood, a courageous wife fought the bat- 
tle of wifehood. But if she had been 
beaten the consequences would have in- 
volved men as well as women, fathers’ 
as well as mothers, husbands as well as 
wives. 

“For the evidence of a wife would 
have been receivable against her hus- 
band and her child. Any mother could 
have denied the paternity of her child, 
and if her evidence had convinced a 
Judge and jury the child could have 
been bastardized. Therefore, the de- 
cision of the House of Lords protects 
all three—mother, father and child.”’ 

Editor Douglas also holds that the 
decision ‘‘vindicates the new freedoms 
and liberties so hardly and so lately 
won by woman as a citizen. It places 
woman on the same plane as man in re- 
lation to conduct and deportment. It 
arms her with a charter of freedom as 
liberal as the charter of man. _  Inde- 
pendence and self-reliance are her privi- 
leges as well as ours.” 

The Earl of Birkenhead, in his judz- 
ment, cited a decision by the great Lord 
Mansfield, in 1777, to the effect that, 
under the law of England, the declara- 
tion of neither a father nor a mother 
can be admitted to question legitimacy 
of issue born after marriage. 

But Mr. Russell, in his effort for di-; 
vorce, testified that little Geoffrey was | 
not his son, and under the _  circum- 
stances he described, could not possi- 
bly be. 

“This evidence, we are told, is ad- 
missible in divorce,”’ said Lord Birken- 
head. ‘Being therefore so received, it 
bastardizes the child. But if and when 
the child—as in this case he certainly 
will do—applies for his writ in this 
House and proceedings follow, the evi- 
dence will not be admissible and he will 
be pronounced legitimate. 

“Equally, of course, if the child in- 
etituted proceedings tomorrow for a 
declaration of legitimacy we should be 
afforded the agreeable prospect of hold- 
ing judicially in 1924 that the infant 
was illegitimate and in 1925 that he 
was legitimate. 

“Nothing but absolute necessity 
founded upon decisions binding upon me 
would drive me to a conclusion so 
ludicrous and incongruous. I find here 
no such necessity.”’ 

So, it looks as though “the dream 
haby”’ and his mother have passed near- 
ly out of a very evil dream, and that a 
far happier morning is about to dawn 
for them. If little Geoffrey survives 
both his grandfather and his father he 
himself will be Lord Ampthill and sit 
in the same House of Lords which has 
just brought about such a change in 
the baby's prospects. 


Mysteries of the Unexplored Upper sol

This charged atmosphere of nitrogen 
dust, extending above 56 miles, should 
be a fairly good conductor of electricity, 
at least for radio waves, much better 
in fact than the surface of the earth. 
There is interesting confirmation of 
this in the recent work of Drs. J. H. 
Dellinger, H. L. Whittemore and 5. 
Kruse of the United States Bureau of 
Standards, who conclude, from tests car- 
ried out in collaboration with a num- 
ber of amateur radio operators, located 
in various parts of the United States, 
that the great distance for night trans- 
mission of radio signals and broadcast- 
ing is due to the electric waves travel- 


ing along the bottom of this conducting 
layer, which acts more or less like a 
metallic ceiling. 

When daylight comes the air below 
this layer becomes temporarily elec- 
trically charged by action of the sun's 
rays, preventing the electric waves from 
reaching this ceiling, and confining 


them to the poorer conducting earth or 
sea surface. That is why the daylight 
range of radio is small. The Bureau of 
Standards scientists even explain the 
fading of radio signals as being due 
to irregularities in this reflecting, or 
heaviside, surface. 

But the idea of a fountain of charg«d 
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nitrogen dust in the extreme upper air 
may be extended even further. These 
charged particles of nitrogen, as they 
pass upward, will tend to travel along 
the lines of the earth’s magnetic field, 
and hence in both the Northern and 
Southern hemispheres will. travel to- 
ward the magnetic equator. According 
to Prof. Vegard, they pile up to a height 
of perhaps 4000 miles, being visible at 
night at places near the equator as the 
Zodiacal Light. 

The electrostatic repulsion which 
forces the nitrogen dust upward is, how- 
ever, estimated to be sufficiently strong 
to send the nitrogen entirely off the 
earth, and this would happen continu- 
ously if it were not for electrons, or 
minute negative charges of electricity, 
whicheuroral investigations show must 
be emitted continually from the sun, 
and which must form a shielding ring 
and prevent nitrogen from leaving the 
earth. Hence the nitrogen rises up to 
this ring, becomes discharged and drops 
back, to be charged and forced upward 
again. 

Thus the upper atmosphere, far from 
being a region in which nothing ever 
happens, is, even in the light of qur 
present rather meager krowledge of 
this subject, the place where the long- 
distance .radio waves travel; and is, 
further, a place where-is held a bal- 
ance for the forces which mean life or 
death on this planet. 

The greater part of this region is be- 
vond the reach of both the airplane and 
the balloon, and the exploration of this 
part of-the atmosphere is but one of 
the tremendously interesting applica- 
tions of the new rocket method.

HAT the real sun is entirely in- 
visible to us is the necessary con- 
clusion from some recent work of 
Doctors St. John and Anderson of 

Mount Wilson Observatory. The actual 
scientific fact discovered is that the 
atmospheric pressure in the part of the 
sun where the light that we see is be- 
ing produced is very low indeed, far 
lower than the pressure in the earth’s 
atmosphere even at the highest point 
ever reached by airplanes or balloons. 
It follows that the part of the sun that 
we see is only the uppermost layer of 
the atmosphere that surrounds the real 
sun. These upper layers, thin and ten- 
uous as they are, must be very hot. They 
shine like the gas in a burning flame. 
This is what makes sunlight, and it acts, 
too, to prevent our seeing the deeper— 
and probably still hotter—layers below:

“Nerves” a Mental Disorder, Says 
King’s Physician 


VERYBODY suffers from mental 

H disorder at one time or another, 
and one manifestation of it is 
what we call “nerves.” So de- 
clared Dr. E. Farquhar Buzzard, Physi- 
cian Extraordinary to the King, at the 
international conference of the People’s 
League of Health, in session at the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wembley. 
_Dr. Buzzard said it had become the 
fashion for people to discuss,their bod- 
ily ailments, or those of relatives and 
friends, without restraint as to time or 
place. But at any reference to mental 
ailments there is only silence or whis- 


pered comment. 


Physicians, said Dr. Buzzard, must 


| make everyone recognize that when a 


person suffers from “nerves,” he or 
she suffers from a mental! disorder. All 
persons suffer now and then from men- 
tal disorders. When one is tired and 
irritable, and when one makes moun- 
tains out of molehills, the disorder is 
mental, and not nervous, according to 
Dr. Buzzard. 

“Nerves” is a term invented for our 
deception, because while we do not 
shrink from talking about our stom- 
achs, we draw the line at talking about 
our minds—a remark which drew laugh- 
ter from Dr. Buzzard’s audience. No 
doubt, he explained, this disinclination 
arises from the suggestion of insanity, 
and from,the prevailing idea that insan- 


ity is some dire condition which comes 
as a bolt from the blue, without cause 
or reason. 


So long as this erroneous opinion ex- 


ists, the speaker insisted, people be-} 


ginning to suffer from ill-health will 
refuse to acknowledge, even to them- 
selves, its mental origin. 


“If,” declared Dr. Buzzard, “the 
prejudice about the use of the word 
‘mental’ were destroyed, and the em- 
ployment of the word ‘nerves’ abol- 
ished in the next 10 years, then the 
biggest step in the promotion of mental 
hygiene would have been taken, and 
this alone would mark the period as 
one of the greatest epochs in the ad- 
vance of medicine and in the promotion 
of health and happiness.” 

Why a mental disorder which entails 
far more suffering than most physical 
disorders should be labeled as “nothing 
the matter’ or ascribed to the patient’s 
imagination would be difficult to under- 
stand, he continued, except that, in pop- 
ular estimation, all disease is of gross 
materialistic origin. 


Improvement in the mental health of 
the community must be the work large- 
ly of medical men and women, said Dr. 
Buzzard in conclusion, but they will 
be hampered at every turn until the 
public is educated to a knowledge of 
certain fundamental principles, and 
has discarded some preconceived no- 
tions of what is meant by mental health 
and mental disorders. 


Strange Photographs Produced by Oils 


HAT certain kinds of oil can af- 
fect photographic plates, produc- 
ing shadow pictures much as 
radium does, was one of the 
facts reported to the last meeting of 
the American Chemical Society by 
Walter F. Baughman and G. B. Jamig- 
son. Some oil is put in a shallow dish 
and the photographic plate is placed 
above it, all being in absolute darkness. 
After some hours a design will be found 
cn the plate, reproducing, for example, 
a design cut out cf paper and placed 
underneath the plate, between it and 
the oil. 3 
The effect on the plate is apparently 
the same as would be caused by light 
or by the rays given off from radium. 
So far as known the oils do not give off 
light, nor are they known to be radio- 
active. Nevertheless some kind of rays 
must emanate from the oil substance 


and pass upward to the photographic 
plate. What these rays are is a prob- 
lem that interests the scientists very 
much, 

A still deeper mystery is disclosed 
by the effect of previous exposure of 
the oil to light. Vegetable oils, like 
olive oil or cottonseed oil, do not pro- 
duce these mysterious photographs on 
the plate. At least they do not do so 
when the oils have been pressed freshly 
from the seeds. But if these same oils 
are exposed for a while to sunlight they 
acquire the photographic power, the 
same as possessed by other oils. 

The exposure of the vegetable oils to 
sunlight evidently makes them ray- 
producing. It has been sutgested that 
this mysterious ability to produce rays 
may be a hitherto unknown variety of 
radioactivity possessed by matter in 
general, and not confined to radium. 


Uncle Sam Has a Monopoly in Helium Gas 


HE valuable helium gas, used in 
filling great rigid airships like the 
Shenandoah, is virtually an 


American monopoly, said Dr. R. 


B. Moore of New York City, addressing 
a recent meeting of the American Chem- 
ical Society. In certain parts of the 
United States the natural gas secured 
from wells contains as much as one and 
one-half per cent of helium. Nowhere 
else in the world, so far as now known, 
does helium occur in so large a quan- 
tity as this. 

The possession of this natural asset 
may prove, Dr. Moore thinks, of tre- 
mendous value in case of war. Ali the 
great disasters with rigid gas-filled 
ships—as, for example, the recent loss 
of the French ship, the Dixmude—have 


either been due to fire or have been 
complicated and made worse by fire. 
So long as hydregen gas is used for fill- 
ing the gas bags of such ships fire is a 
serious danger. And helium is the only 
known or probable substitute for hydro- 
gen. 

The helium fields of the United States 
will supply enough helium, the doctor 
believes, to keep as many as a hundred 
great airships in the air for many years. 
Possibly a long experience with helium- 
filled ships will enable the development 
of safety devices permitting the use of 
hydrogen thereafter. But until such 
devices have been perfected the only 
safety for such craft lies in the use of 
the nonexplosive gas that is—fortunate- 
ly for us—the exclusive property of the 
United States.

cost, except when they give them away 
outright, and consequently the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society constant- 
ly whdersells us, to our great em- 
barrassment, because people find they 
can buy better Bibles for less money 
in England and the Continent than in 
America. 

“The American Bible Society.” ex- 
plained Mr. Wood, “gets its money from 
three great sources: from the incomes 
of bequests, of which they have some 
$3,000,000 from Protestant churches, 
which included us on their yearly 
budget, the largest amount from this 
source coming from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church; gifts of private in- 
dividuals; from persons who send their 
money to the society on the annuity 
plan, receiving a higher pe of 
interest during their life than could poe- 
sibly be gotten from any other quar- 


ter, and heavmg their money to be used 
for the work of the society when they 
have finished with it, and from the 
state and county Bible societies in the 
United States, the largest of these be- 
ing in Massachusetts.” 

“I have very good reason to believe,” 
he said, as we descended the oaken 
stairs leading down from the museum, 
“that the Bible used by Abraham Lin- 
coln is one of the original 20.000 vol- 
umes imported from Holland when the 
Colonies were at war with England. 

“And, by the way,” he added, in clos- 
ing, “the world circulation of the Bible 
society increased last year 7 
and the strange part of it 


away.” 
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EAT PLENTY OF TOMATOES, 
. ADVISES NUTRITION EXPERT 


ECAUSE the tomato comes under 
all three classes of vitamine-bear- 
ing foods, physicians all over the 
country are uow advocating the 
use of tomato juice in place of orange 
juice in all cases of infant feeding, 
writes G. O. Luros, nutritional chemist 
of New York in the Garden Magazine. 

Tomato juice not only contains almost 
as much vitamine C as orange juice, but 
it also contains as much as vitamine B, 
and a generous amount of vitamine A, 
practically absent from orange juice. 

Also, the nursing mother will do well 
to include generous amounts of tomato 
in her diet, for the increased amount 
of vitamines in her diet not only tends 
to increase the amount in her milk for 
her baby, but also increases her supply 
of milk. 

There is no danger of overloading the 
system with vitamines. On the contrary, 
and this is especially so with babies and 
growing children, it has been found that 
the greater amount of vitamines the 
child consumes in his diet, the greater 
will be his development. 


Some of you may come forth with 
the idea that the milk, butter and eggs 
we eat will give us sufficient vitamine 
A. These foods will serve you admirably 
in the summer time, when the cows and 
hens have access to plenty of green pas- 
ture, but don’t depend too strongly on 
them in the winter time. 


Also, what do vou know about the 
feed of the hen that lays your eggs? 
Because of the general lower vitamine 
content of the feed of these cows and 
hens during the important winter 
months, just when we need an increased 
amount of vitamine A to guard us from 
colds, the dairy products fall down on 
the job. 


Here the tomato accommodates us 
very nicely, having as much vitamine 
A in winter as in summer. But, again 
vou may raise the objection that you 
cannot get fresh tomatoes all the year 
around, unless you live in the city and 
have a large enough purse to pay the 


‘high price tomatoes command out of 


season. 

Vitamines A and B are not apprecia- 
bly affected by ordinary cooking meth- 
ods, with the exception of frying, pro- 
vided the vegetable liquor is saved. 
Since we have found, by experiment, 
that tomatoes commercially canned are 
much richer in vitamines than those 
home canned without pressure, the 
housewife is foolish to waste her time 
in canning tomatoes, unless she has a 
pressure cooker. 

Another advantage that the tomato 
holds is that it is eaten whole. Even 
the most inexperiented and careless 
housewife knows better than to drain 
tomatoes of their liquor after they have 
been cooked, for she knows that is im- 


possible. One of the worst habits in so 
many of our American homes is that of 
draining and parboiling our vegetables. 
Down the sink so many cooks pour that 
vitally important vegetable liquor, 
which contains from 36 to 790 per cent 
of our vitamines as well as the highly 
important mineral salts. 

No wonder most of us are bothered 
with indigestion, poor teeth and consti- 
pation, as well as the more serious dia- 
betes, when we so carelessly throw away 
nature’s saféguards for our health. 

Whenever you can, eat tomatoes raw 
and eat them abundantly, for in the raw 
state we know they yield vitamines in 
their most potent form. Because of the 
steadily increasing mortality due to can- 
cer and diabetes, scientists are urging 
the eating of more raw food. Get back 
to nature! It is a noteworthy fact that 
no case of cancer has as yet been dis- 
covered among the savage tribes. The 
finger seems to point to the large 
amount of cooked, drained and highly, 
though detrimentally, refined foods with 
which we deck our tables. 

Unfortunately, an insufficient amount 
of vitamines does not, like a dose of 
poison, manifest itself at once in our 
lives. It often takes years before it 
shows up, gradually undermining the 
digestive system and penetrating to the 
nervous system and every part of the 
body. Feed your children right is the 
slogan now, so they won't be a prey to 
all the avoidable grown-up diseases that: 
will attack them later in life, as well 
as the disturbances that arise all along 
the years because care was not taken in 
their feeding from infancy on up. 

Although scientists are as yet in the 
dark as to the exact chemical nature of 
these highly important vitamines, we do 
know about their presence in foods: the 
effect of heat, storage and freezing upon 
them: and the disturbances in the body, 
caused by a lack or insufficient amount 
of them in the diet. 

The lack of vitamine A in the diet 
produces a serious eye disease called 
zerophthalmia, very rare in this coun- 
try. Ap insufficient amount, however, 
in the diet renders one very susceptible 
to colds and their complications, and has 
been found to be a most serious factor 
in dental caries or decay of teeth. 

In respect to vitamine B, the first one 
to be discovered, we find its absence 
in the diet produces a disease of the 
nervous system. called beri-beri, uncom- 
mon in this country, fortunately, but 
prevalent among white-rice-eating Ori- 
entals. Nevertheless, an insufficient 
amount of this vitamime tends towards 
lung infections, malnutrition and gener- 
al digestive disturbances. 

A lack of vitamine C produces scurvy, 
while an insufficient amount produces 
digestive disturbances and also has a 
serious effect on the liver and teeth. 


Studying Epidemics 
of 


NEW way of investigating the 

way that epidemics of disease 

spread and die out and recur was 

described by Dr. Simon Flexner 
of the Rockefeller Institution at the re- 
cent meeting of the National Academy 
of Sciences. Special ‘“‘mouse villages” are 
established, a large number of mice liv- 
ing together in these villages under 
conditions that approach, so far as 
mutual association is concerned, the 
conditions in a small town inhabited by 
human beings. 

Some mouse disease is then intro- 
duced into the “village,’’ just as influ- 
enza,. for example, might be introduced 
into a human community by the arriv- 
al of some person suffering from the 
disease. The mouse disease spreads 
among the mice just as the influenza 
would spread among the humans. 

The scientists watch the spread of 
the disease. Then they watch it die 
out again. They determine the num- 
ber of mice that fall ill on each day 
and the percentages that recover. So 


could be obtained by studying a human 
epidemic. 
There is the added advantage in the 


Mice 


. And this, of course, is the real object 
behind the work on the mouse villages. 
If we can learn the full chhracter of 
epidemic diseases—all about how they 
epread and continue—we will be able, 
Dr. Flexner believes, to prevent and 
stop them even more successfully than 
we do now. 


MIRAGES WITH RADIO WAVES. 


HE mirages that occasionally de- 

ceive travelers in deserts or in 

the Arctic are caused by the rays 

of light being sent by different 
layers of air, so that the sky, for ex- 
ample, is reflected from air near the 
ground and looks like a lake. Now 
Prof. Guinchant of Bordeaux, France, 
has suggested that radio waves are bent 
in the same way and that this accounts 
for some of the cases of remarkabiy- 
long-distance reception that have puz- 
zled the radio engineers. It is proba- 
ble, also, that this bending of radio 


-waves in the air may help to explain 


the “fading” and “swinging” of radio 
signals.. —
